The amount required to pay in- i 
terest and sinking fund on the new loan { 
wUl be $44155. leaving"$2,000 for main¬ 
tenance. which is quite auffieient. There¬ 
fore there is ample revenue assured to 
pay the cost of a fresh loan of $100,000, 
90 that there Is no possibility of the 
taxes being increase*] in the slightest de¬ 
gree by reason of the n.ew loan.*’ Con¬ 
sequently ratepayers who believe, and 
with reason, that taxation in Victoria Is 
sufficiently high already, need be under 
no apprehension as to the effect of the 
carriage of tha by-law. It is simply s 
question of those whose neighborhoods 
bare been equipped with all sanitary ap¬ 
pliance* extending like privileges to their 
at present less fortpnatc neighbors. Be¬ 
sides. to a certain degree, tip general 
health of a city Is measured by the health 
tif particular sections' of it. Disease 
bred In an insanitary part haa a habit'W 
spreading to part* in which the sanitary 
conditions are as thorough as modern 
science can make them. That is the rea¬ 
son why the work, of sewerage system 
should be compPRffirsa quickly as ]*>*- 
aible. The fortunate’ ones who have been 
equipp'd already need not comfort their 
soul* with balm for their indifference or 
selfishness by the reflection that the by¬ 
law does not concern them. It is of vital 
concern to every resident. That is 
the chief reason why there should not 
be a single vote cast against it on Fri¬ 
day. If the ratepayer* were unanimous 
the fact would be a striking tribute to 
their intelligence, sound sense and enter¬ 
prise. 

We can hardly expect unanimity on 
any question that may arise respecting 
the problems of municipal government in 
this city of contentious spirits; bat the 
majority should not forget that the polls 
close at 4 o’clock, and should not neglect 
to east their votes befory.that hour.

“We want more amusement for our 
gneat® in the evening,’’ said a prominent 
| hotel proprietor. “If Is all very well to 
drive them around in the day time; this 
they like and enjoy; but they want en- 
1 tertainmeut in the evening, and this we 
J are uuabl© to provide them with unless 
w® direct them to “take in” the small 
I shows. What should be h e ro ia a good- 
I Uieafre, open every night, winter and 
summer. I inquired of tb® owner of the 
V ctoria what he would rent bis house 
for, but he gar© me a figure which was 
practicaffy prohibitive. My guests ask 
i« gularly to be told of some plac® of 
i amusement in the evening, and they are ] 
often heard to complain if there is a 
lack of auch. This is something Vic¬ 
torians working for the welfare of th® 
city should bear in mind. If there were., 
nor® pleasure steamers running about, 

| tourists would find more to interest them 
| while here.”

OLD MANS SUICIDE. 

Casper Gardner, Aged 87 Years, Ended

Gardner had been n resident of the 
county for about twenty years, and has 
been In and nhout Hpanuway for th© 
greater part of the time, lie worked as 
a laborer, but in the last four years had 
not been able to do much for himself 
and had.to rely upon chority. H© was 
frequently an inmate of the county poor 
farm at Rumner, and had left that insti¬ 
tution about two months ago.

Gardner was born in Hwitxerland and 
is said to hare n daughter living (here, 
but th© deputy coroner can find no ono 
who knows where the lives.
